1. From a recent status report it appears 
that about 14 or 15 histories in the current NE 
Division historical program will not have been 
completed or published by the target date, 31 
December 1971. Lists of published and projected 
NE histories are attached. 


2. The CS Historical Board is now formu- 
lating a continuing CS historical program starting 
in 1972. We request your recommendations as to 
what should be covered in the NE Division area, 
and in what order of importance and priority. 


a. Should all unfinished items in 
your current program be carried over into 
the new program? If not, what portion 
and in what order of preparation? 


b. Do you recommend any monograph 
type papers, as distinguished from 
organizational histories, which would 
be of historical value? It is the con- 
sensus of the CSHB that increased atten-_ 
tion should be given to papers of this , 
type rather than concentrating primarily 
on chronological station and division
